IFTRODUC^ORT  s^A  TSI' 


The  .annual  Report  for  the  year  1945  refers  to  the  year  vaiich 
saw  the  closing  months  of  the  war  and  the  early  months  which  followed 
the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

The  maintenance  of  the  health  of  the  nation  durinr  the  period  of 
the  war  was  recoRnised  at  once  as  a  matter  of  vital  imi'por  oance ,  both 
for  tee  war  effort  and  for  tne  well-beinn  of  the  people  of  this 
country ,  and  so  from  the  earliest  days  an  administration  ’was  planned 
to  ensure  as  far  a  s^  possible,  this  maintenance  of  health  throurh  the 
difficult  days  and  in  the  difficult  circumstanc^=is  which  were  foreseen 
to  be  inevitable. 

Now  that  the  v^ar-time  critical  period  has  passed,  w’e  may  bry  to 
assess  the  result  of  our  forethought  and  our  effort.  But  without'^^^ 
satisfactory  definition  of  ’'health^’  itself,  and  consequently  wltheut 
a^  real  standard  by  which  to  judge,  a  comp3-ets  and  satisfyini  ansv.er 
will  be  difficult,  and  indeed,  not  possible  to  arrive  at". 

V/e  may  consider  health  in  terms  of  acparont  nutrition  or  'we  may 
think  of  health  in  term.®  of  the  presence  or  the  absence  of  some 
definite  signs  of  disease, 

3uo  our  survey  will  be  far  from  comxp.lete  if  we  o^’-orlook  these 
other  expressions  of  health  which  are  manifest  in  such  qualities  o.. 
the  individual  as  initiative,  cone entraoion ,  the  will  to  achieve,  a 
sense  of  bodily  well-being,  and  so  on. 

Further,  whnilst  conceding  that  a  major  threat  to  our  neal-. h  in 
this  country  in  war-tiime  in  present  circumstances  must  be  nutrl  blor  al 
whetxher  presenting  itself  as  a  defect  os'  quantity  or  of  qual.:.ty  -‘n'id 
balance,  other  factors  are.  also  important,  such  as  the  lon,g3r  ueC'S's 
of  work,  idle  conditions  under  wliich  thao  vrorx  Viay  have  to  be  dena,  in 
our  general  inability  to  relieve  the  reonotony  of  our  daily  Ij.fe  and 
in  our  inability  bo  maintain  our  achieved  stand'? rds  in  housing  -nd  in 
other  matters  of  our  environment. 

Emotional  factors  also  play  their  part  as  in  cur  enforcel 
separations,  segregations  and  so  on,  a.lb.  adding  to  the  genera j  strain 
of  anxiety  and  of  nervous  tension.  ’ 

Many  factors  then,  have  been  concerned  in  the  threat  to  our 
health  and  froim  even  a  superficial  consideration  of  tdiose  I  have 
mentioned,  it  is  clear  that  no  planning  or  effort  on  no  ur  part  /hich 
could  be  possible  in  the  general  circumstan.ces  of  a  t^bal  effort;  '■ 
could  be  wholly  effective  to  protect  us  from  every  do  vo"  oping  ahyoi's:-., 
influence.

The  operation  of  this  scheme  has  been  described  and  referred  to 
in  previous  Annual  Reports. 


The  treatments  are  carried  out  by  Dental  Practitioners  in  private 
practice,  the  payments  to  the  Dentists  being  those  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  scales. 

The  'vvork  is  supervised  by  the  School  Dental  Surgeon  of  the 
Education  Authority. 

Reference  to  the  statement  given  below  shows  that  comparatively 
few  mothers  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered. 

The  commient  refers  in  particular  to  conservative  treatments. 

The  dental  service  provided  in  the  School  Health  service  covers 
the  whole  range  of  school  ages,  and  the  majority  of  the  younger 
mothers  will  have  had  treatment  in  the  school  dental  clinics. 

Such  treatment  is  as  far  as  possible  conservative-  treatment  and 
should  have  educated  the  patient  to  a  sense  of  efficient  dental  care 
in  after  life. 

Our  finding^  however,  in  the  pre-natal  clinics,  is  that  a  large 
proportion  of  expectant  mothers  requiring  conservative  dental  treat¬ 
ment,  decline  the  offer  of  this  treatment,  the  reason  given  being 
invariably  a  personal  dislike  of  submitting  to  this  form  of  dental 
treatment . 

The  patients  who  most  readily  accept  offers  of  dental  treatment 
are  those  requiring  complete  extractions  and  the  supply  of  dentures.

HOME  HELPS 

The  Local  Authority  has  a  scheme  of  Domiciliary  Home  Helps  which 
has  contrived  to  operate  as  in  previous  years. 

There  is  little  demand  for  this  service,  but  on  the  other  hand 
fev;  suitable  helps  are  available  to  work  a  scheme  in  this  District.^ 
Local  industries  provide  for  women  work  of  a  type  which  is  preferred 
to  domestic  work,  and  this  is  undoubtedly  the  reason  for  the  few  Home 
Helps  on  our  register. 

The  restricted  lying-in  accommodation  in  ins titir'-ions  has  severely 
affected  the  demand  for  domestic  assistance  in  the  home.  Here  the 
reason  would  appear  to  be  the  availability  of  neighbourly  assistance 
or  help  from  relatives,  and  no  doubt,  this  type  of  domestic  assistance 
is  preferred  by  many  families  in  the  intimate  domestic  circle,  apart 
from  the  consideration  of  the  lessened  expense  erit ailed  by  such 
arrangements.

Many  of  the  confinements  which  have  taken  place  in  the  hom^es  have 
been  in  houses  where  conditions  were  very  unsatisfactory,  particularly 
in  regard  to  overcrowding,  privacy,  supplies  of  hot  wuter  and  so  on. 

V/ith  the  present  unsatisfactory  position  of  housing  in  this 
Borough,  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service  can  not  be  regarded  as  a 
satisfactory  alternative  to  Institutional  lying-in  and  care.

During  the  year  water  supplies  have  been  adequate  in  amount  for 
trade  purposes  and  for  domestic  supplies. 

The  quality  of  the  water  has  been  maintained  at  a  high  level 
as  previously. 

Some  few  instances  of  difficulty  of  getting  water  to  domestic 
dwellings  have  been  due  to  corrosion  of  service  supplies  and  in 
general  these  have  been  remedied. 

Tixe  chlorine-ammonia  treatment  of  water  supplies  is  continued 
and  treatment  is  applied  to  all  water  except  the  To’;er  Supply.  The 
treatment  of  the  water  has  been  delayedcowing  to  technical  difficulties 
but  it  is  anticipated  that  arrangements  v/ill  be  made  for  the 
treatment  of  all  water  supplied  at  an  early  date. 

Y>:ter  samples  are  systematically  talten  and  submitted  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

Routine  sampling  is  carried  out  under  arrangements  made  by 
the  Hater  Committee.  These  samples  (312  in  1945)  are  examined  by 
Messrs.  Lea  and  I'lallinder,  of  Halifax.  263  of  these  samples  were 
examined  bacteriologically  and  49  chemmcally.  Of  the  263 
bacteriological  samples,  2  contained  13  B.Coli.  per  100ml.,  1 
contained  8  B.Coli.,  1  contained  5  B.Coli.,  1  contained  3  B.Coli 
and  5  contained  1  B.Coli  per  100ml. 

In  addition,  40  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  by  Sanitary 
Inspectors  of  the  Department  for  examination  at  the  Hest  Riding 
County  Laboratories.  All  were  satisfactory.
